After several, by their own standards, quiet seasons, 
the Anfield club are again challenging for the honours 
under the stewardship of manager Roy Evans. And Bolton, 
under the astute guidance of Bruce Rioch, are enjoying 
both cup and league success with a side boasting some of 
the brightest young players in the Football League. 

Together with the prestige of reaching today’s game, the 
financial rewards for clubs are considerable. By virtue of 
Coca-Cola’s sponsorship, the winners will receive a 
cheque for £100,000 with the runners-up taking £50,000. 
In addition, gate receipts are substantial. Last year’s final 
generated over £2.5 million, enabling competing teams to 
bank over £600,000 each.

-final victory over Swindon 


T he meeting of Liverpool 
and Bolton Wanderers 
this afternoon 

represents the climax 
to a competition which 
started way back last 
August and which has 
involved well over 100 
matches between clubs as far 
afield as Carlisle and Exeter. 

It might therefore be 
considered somewhat ironical 
that in the end Wembley should 
be staging a a game between two 
teams from the same region and 
separated by a short stretch of 
North West motorway. 

For Bolton Wanderers this is a 
first in the Coca-Cola Cup for 
despite some memorable 
appearances in previous Wembley 
matches and not least the very 
first F.A. Cup Final at 



this famous old ground, it is a long 
time since they trod the hallowed 
turf in such a prestigious match. 

Those with longer memories 
will recall the post-Munich match 
when Nat Lofthouse led 
Wanderers to victory over a re¬ 
grouping Manchester United with 
two goals, one disputed for a 
barge on goalkeeper Harry Gregg. 

And who could forget their 
participation in the famous 
Matthews Final of 1953 when 
Blackpool came from behind to 
win the cup in a thrilling and 
dramatic match. 

Those were the times when 
Bolton, in fact, were a bigger 
football name than Liverpool 
before Bill Shankley began his 
Anfield revolution and before 
Wembley became almost a 
second home to a succession of 


memorable Liverpool teams. 

However, with the transition 
between the management styles 
of Graeme Souness and Roy 
Evans, Liverpool have been 
conspicuously absent from big 
Wembley occasions. Their last 
visit there was three years ago 
when they beat Sunderland in the 
F.A. Cup. 

Anyone this afternoon 
believing this final to be anything 
other than a test of Liverpool’s re- 
emerging confidence need only 
refer to the recent Cup meetings 
between the side which left 
Liverpool the side with red faces. 

The Coca-Cola Cup has had 
its share of critics but let nobody 
be under any illusion that it is not 
considered to be of some 
importance to those participating 
in today’s finale for the trophy still 


carries with it the prestigious 
place in the UEFA Cup next 
season. 

And it carries with it the 
intrigue of seeing Ian Rush go for 
the second record of 49 goals in 
this competition set by West 
Ham’s 1966 World Cup hero Geoff 
Hurst.

It was Fowler, of course, who 
negotiated Liverpool beyond the 
semi-final hurdle of Crystal 
Palace, whose own chances of 
reaching the big day perhaps 
evaporated in the first leg of the 
semi at Anfield on February 9th. 

Palace had battled 
courageously to hold Liverpool for 
the 90 minutes of the match, only 
for the young Fowler to deliver the 
hammer blow of a goal in the 
second minute of injury time after 
what had been a strangely frantic 
Liverpool performance. 

Ironically, too, for Palace it 
was a mis-hit shot by the 
Liverpool teenager that counted 
and it was a philosophical Alan 


Smith, the Palace manager, who 
commented wryly, “I got the 
game plan right for 90 minutes 
but I forgot to add on two minutes 
of injury time.” 

Still the fates conspired 
against Palace for the second leg 
because when Liverpool would 
have had Ruddock suspended, the 
game had to be postponed 
because of the weather and when 
it was played Palace had the 
scandal surrounding Chris 
Armstrong disrupting their 
preparations. 

Somehow that night the 
march of Liverpool on Wembley 
seemed inevitable and when 
Fowler scored in the 24th minute 
their record seventh appearance 
in the final of this competition 
was assured and Fowler’s own 
reputation further enhanced. 


The Liverpool star that night 
however was not so much Fowler 
as the man who laid on his goal, 
Steve McManaman another of the 
young Liverpool trio (Jamie 
Redknapp being the third) who 
can look forward to a glittering 
football future. 

Yes it is ironical that it was 
the other semi-final between the 
less fashionable First Division 
clubs of Swindon and Bolton that 
really provided the more dramatic 
events.

T he Football League 
are proud to present 
“The Alan Hardaker 
Trophy” to today’s 
Man of the Match. 
Introduced five years 
ago, this annual 
award is named in 
recognition of the late League 
Secretary, Alan Hardaker, who 
first proposed the introduction 
of the League Cup in 1960. 

This afternoon’s Man of the 
Match will be selected by leading 
journalists in conjunction with The 
Football League and has been won 
in the past by some of the games 
most illustrious figures. 



The League Cup was originally 
introduced in 1960 and while 
some called it ‘Hardakers’s baby’ 
the competition’s critics referred 
to it less warmly as ‘Hardaker’s 
folly’. Hardaker himself later wrote: 
“I doubt if any football competition 
in the world can look back on a 
more difficult and painful birth 
than the League Cup.” 

Today the competition 
celebrates its 29th Wembley Final 
before another huge crowd. After 
more humble beginnings, the 
League Cup is now an integral part 
of the football calendar, involving 
every professional club in the 
country and attracting spectator 


interest from the fans of big and 
small clubs alike. 

The trophy itself was cast by 
the English sculptor Ian Thomas. 
Standing fifteen inches tall, the 
sculpture is a loaded bronze on 
solid copper shell that has been 
heavily silver plated with one 
hundred year plate.

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A s soon as he strides out onto the pitch, 
ahead of Bolton Wanderers this 
afternoon Bruce Rioch will know he’s 
back at Wembley. The former Aston Villa 
and Scotland star has happy memories 
of his appearances here for club and 
country and says: “ It is a beautiful 
place to play a game once you are 

inside. 

“It is such a great thrill to come out of the tunnel. 
That is special. In the dressing room you only get a brief 
idea of what is going on outside, in terms of the noise. 
It is only when you exit the tunnel that it really hits you. 
It comes right off that bottom end. It is tremendous. 
Goose bumps, absolutely.” 

So will the canny Scot get “goose bumps” as a 
manager? 

“Well I will enjoy it. I know I will enjoy it here more 
first time as a manager than I did first time as a player. 
I am obviously involved in a different way and of course 
have an idea of what it is all about. 

“Wembley is a tradition. You can play football in 
Africa, Asia, in the American continents and they will all 
talk to you about Wembley, Wembley, Wembley. It is 
special the world over.” 

Bruce first experienced the magic of Wembley in 
1971, when he played here for Aston Villa in the 
Football League Cup Final, though his younger brother 
Neil, had been a ball boy at the 1966 World Cup Final. 
He recalls: “We played quite well on the day against 
Tottenham Hotspur, but Chivers was the player in form 
and he scored twice for them.” 

Villa had won through to the final (3-2 on aggregate) 
after two thrilling semi-final encounters with a Best, Law 
and Charlton inspired Manchester United, but how 
different was it playing at Wembley? Is it special 
because of the occasion and the hype that surrounds it? 

“I think it is the newness of the trip to Wembley that 
initially makes the difference. The newness of it, 
meaning you don’t know what to expect. You have many 
thoughts and ideas on what it might be like, but when 
you actually get there it is something different. 

“We were advised by players who had been there in 
the past, not to let the day go by. There is a tendency 
for the experience to flash by so quickly. From coming 
out of the tunnel and going back down it at the end of 
the match, can be the quickest ninety minutes of your 


life. This is the case on the first occasion. As you go 
back a bit more often, you are able to enjoy the 
occasion better. 

“Wembley is famous. It has great tradition. Nearly 
every player in the world has an urge to play there. I 
think the surroundings can sometimes affect some 
teams who feel they have to play slightly differently at 
Wembley, because of the surface and the space that 
there is between the pitch and the spectators, which 
tends to make the pitch feel bigger. 

“I have been with teams that have played there the 
way we always played with Villa, Derby County and 
Scotland. But we were all passing teams and there is no 
doubt Wembley is made for them. 

“Playing here for Scotland was like a home match. 
That is a good description. I didn’t enjoy the first 
occasion because we lost 5-1. I quickly forgot that 
game. But two years later we beat England 2-1 and that 
was a tremendous feeling. 

“But whatever the game, Cup Final, International or 
Charity Shield, as it was when I played for Derby against 
West Ham, Wembley is a very special occasion and a 
unique environment to play in. I would think that all the 
players who have played here, have at some stage in 
their lives, dreamed of doing so. And while they are 
actually playing on that wonderful green grass, there are 
many kids around watching, who one day will be living 
out their dreams in future Finals here.” 

Today, Bruce makes it for the first time as a 
manager though it should be his second appearance, 
having steered Middlesborough to their first ever 
Wembley final in 1990. 

“It was hard getting them there,” reflects Bruce. 
“We had to beat Villa in two legs in the semi-final. We 
were the only team to beat them twice this season, but 
unfortunately our League form was not so good, and I 
lost my position at the club some ten days before the 
final. Tony Mowbray, the team captain, led the team out. 

“If you can put your life in perspective and be 
honest, yes, feel disappointed, but look more at the 
moments that brought you great enjoyment. There are 
far more happy memories than bad.” 

This afternoon emphasises this point as Bruce goes 
down in history as the manager who led Bolton 
Wanderers out for their first major final since 1958.

UK Man In Charge 

Bruce Rioch is once again 
emphasising his undoubtable 
managerial skills as he hones 
Bolton into one of the best cup 
fighting sides in the country. 

The son of a regimental 
sergeant major, Bruce has always 
been a strong disciplinarian, and 
his team are well organised and 
drilled on set piece routines. 

Born in Aldershot, in 
September 1947, he emerged as a 
very competitive and talented 
player and served an 
apprenticeship with Luton Town. He 
developed into an outstanding 
wing-half who could win the ball, 
pass it, dribble with it and shoot. 
Indeed, Bruce scored 47 goals in 
149 League games for the Hatters, 
and he was in their Fourth Division 
Championship side of 1968. 


In July 1969 Aston Villa 
snapped him up and Bruce did not 
let them down, scoring 34 goals in 
154 League games in the claret 
and blue. Collected a runners-up 
trophy in the League Cup in 1971 
(against Spurs). 

Derby County was the next 
port of call and another 34 goals in 
106 League games - as he helped 
the Rams win the League title - was 
followed by 3 in 30 for Everton 
(1976-77): 4 in 41 for Derby again 
(1977-79): and 6 in 71 League 
outings with Torquay United (1980- 
83). 

Bruce also played on loan for 
Birmingham City and Sheffield 
United as well as in the USA with 
Seattle Sounders. He won 24 caps 
for Scotland being in their 1978 
World Cup Finals squad. 

Began his managerial career 


with Torquay, where he took over as 
player-manager in 1980, and in 
February 1985 was installed as 
manager of Middlesbrough. Led 
them from Division Three to 
Division One with successive 
promotions in 1987 and 1988. 

Took charge of Millwall in May 
1990 after being axed by ‘Boro just 
two weeks before the Ayresome 
Park club were to appear in their 
first ever Wembley final in the ZDS 
Cup. Was sacked by Millwall and 
took over at Bolton in May 1992. 

In his first season at Bumden 
Park, Mr Rioch led the Wanderers 
to promotion from Division Two and 
in 1994 guided them to the sixth 
round of the F.A. Cup, the club’s 
best performance in that 
competition since 1959. And this 
season of course they are into the 
Final of the Coca-Cola Cup!

T he rise and rise of 
Bolton wonderboy 
Jason McAteer is right 
out of a Boys Own 
Manual. In little over a 
year, the midfield 
player has risen from 
the bread and butter 
world of the Second Division to 
the caviar world of international 
stardom. 

And this afternoons’ excursion 
to Wembley to contest 



one of the major trophies in the 
domestic calendar, is just the icing 
on top of what has been an 
extraordinary and exciting chapter 
in a romantic tale of achievement 
and success. 

McAteer’s incredible journey 
began in the USA. Having 
seemingly slipped the English club 
nets trawling for young talent, his 
famous boxing uncles, Les and Pat 
McAteer, flew him out to Chicago 
where he was offered a soccer 
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scholarship at a local college. 

That could have been that but 
after three months he was forced 
to return to England to arrange for 
a further visa for his continued 
education in the States. In the 
meantime he kept himself fit and 
sharp by turning out for non-league 
Marine reserves and while playing 
for them he was spotted by Bolton 
Wanderers. 

“I couldn’t believe it when I 
received a ‘phone call from Phil 
Neal,” says Jason. “He invited me 
over to Bolton for a trial and I didn’t 
need asking twice. It went quite 
well, in fact, and four days later 
they asked me to sign. 

‘It is funny how these things 
happen. If my visa had not run out 
I would probably be playing football 
in America right now. The fact that 
it did expire and that I was lucky 
enough to have been spotted 
playing in one of the few games I 
played for Marine changed my 
whole life really.” 

At Burnden Park, Jason learned 
the ‘nuts and bolts’ of professional 
football as a regular in the ‘stiffs’ 
until February 1993, when he was 
given the opportunity to claim a 
first-team shirt. He did well and 
showed enough promise to warrant 
the Bolton management 
persevering with his selection. 

McAteer had made his Football 
League debut the previous 
November, at the age of 21, and 
his rise to the top was absolutely 
meteoric after that. No one could 
have envisaged the progress he 
would make, for by the end of his 
first full season, he was not only 
being hailed as a Bolton Wanderers 
star, but was also participating in 
the World Cup Finals in the'USA! 

A strong running player, whose 
courage matches his dynamic 
effort, he tackles firmly, is a good 
passer of the ball, and shoots with 
power and deadly accuracy. In 
short, he possesses everything 
required of a top class midfielder. 

And surprisingly, rumours 
abounded linking him with teams 
up and down the country. Mac was 
being talked about in terms of 
being a £3 million player, the sort 
of compliment that could go to any 
young man’s head. But not Jason, 
born and bred in the reality that is 
Birkenhead he knows that he must 
keep his boots firmly on the turf if 
he is to enjoy the true values of life 
as a professional footballer. 

There is always the steadying 
influence of manager Bruce Rioch 
on hand should he be tempted to 
any false claims of grandeur about 
his ability. But displaying a true 
Scouser’s appreciation of the 
situation McAteer simply laughs: "I 


just think somebody up there likes 
me.” 

Certainly, the prospect of 
playing in his first major Wembley 
Cup Final and against Premiership 
opposition does not dent his 
confidence one iota. After playing 
for the Republic of Ireland against 
the favourites Italy in the Giant’s 
stadium, New Jersey, in last 
summer’s World Cup Finals 
Wembley and the Coca-Cola Cup 
Final hold few fears. 

“At least it will it will not be so 
humid and hot here,” suggests 
Jason with a sense of relief. That 
apart, he was surprised to find that 
the competition at the highest 
international level was not quite as 
demanding as he had anticipated. 

He says: “My international 
experience was very limited and I 
think I expected a lot more from the 
Italians. Actually it was not much 
different from playing Notts County 
on a wet Saturday afternoon. 

‘I had seen those players on 
television and they looked 
incredible so I was a little nervous 
going into the game. But once I had 
touched the ball they just became 
eleven opponents, the same as any 
other team we play. 

“In the opening minute I held 
off a challenge from behind and 
won a free kick. When I turned 
round and realised it was Baggio, I 
thought ‘flippin heck,’ if he’s worth 
£12 million I must be worth £13 
million!" 

It is just over a year ago since 
Jason was offered the chance to 
represent England in a ‘B’ 
international. But within hours of 
the announcement of his inclusion 
in the squad, Jack Charlton was 
pounding on McAteer’s door to try 
and persuade him to throw his lot 
in with the Irish. 

Born in Birkenhead, the son of 
an Irish father and a Welsh mum, 
Mac could virtually take his pick, 
but he says: “I thought the 
personal intervention by Jack 
Charlton was a nice touch. He 
made me feel wanted without 
promising me anything. 

“He didn’t even mention the 
World Cup. He just said, ‘you’re 
Irish and I want you.’ That was good 
enough for me.” 

Jason made his international 
debut against Russia at 
Lansdowne Road, Dublin, in March 
1994. Two months later he was on 
his way again to the USA only this 
time as a fully qualified 
international player. 

No wonder the 23 year-old is 
“over the moon”. He says: “I have 
to pinch myself every morning to 
make sure I’m not dreaming.”

N at Lofthouse could 
never afford to be 
sentimental as a 
player. But the man 
who is Bolton 
Wanderers FC to 
many people will 
have to fight back 
the tears today when his beloved 
Wanderers run out at Wembley 
for the first time in a major final 
for 37 years. 

“It s going to be a special day 
visiting the Mecca of football 
again,” says the Grand Old Man of 
Burnden Park. 

“I’m watching the game with 
seven of my team-mates from the 
’58 Cup Final squad. It’s going to 
bring back many, many happy 
memories.” 

Lofthouse walked into 
Burnden Park as a raw 14-year-old 
in 1939. And has remained there 
^ since as player, scout, 
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coach, manager and now club 
President. 

Along the way he became the 
most feared centre-forward of his 
generation, known as ‘The Lion of 
Vienna’ after one particularly 
stirring performance for England 
against Austria. 

He had to be hard at times. 
Circumstances meant that when 
he played two F.A. Cup Finals for 
Bolton, the country was willing 
them to lose. 

It gives him particular 
pleasure that Bruce Rioch’s 

modern-day stars will have the 
support of the neutrals when they 
take on mighty Liverpool. 

“It wasn’t our fault - but when 
I went to Wembley everyone 
outside Bolton was supporting the 
opposition,” he recalls. 

“In 1953 we played 

Blackpool. Everyone wanted 

Stanley Matthews to pick up a 


winners’ medal. Unfortunately for 
us, he did because Blackpool beat 
us 4-3. 

“Then, in 1958, we faced 
Manchester United shortly after 
the Munich air crash. You couldn’t 
blame people for wanting United 
to win - it was a terrible tragedy 
and everyone wanted them to lift 
the cup.” 

Lofthouse scored both goals 
against United that afternoon in a 
2-0 Bolton victory and lifted the 
F.A. Cup as skipper. 

Incredibly, that Bolton team 
cost a grand total of £110. 

Lofthouse was the proudest 
man in the country when he 
collected the Cup. But when he 
tried to claim the match ball, 
nobody could find it. 

A Bolton fan had smuggled it 
out of Wembley after United 
goalkeeper Harry Gregg had 
booted it into the crowd after the 


final whistle. 

Such was Lofthouse’s desire 
to have the ball he made a public 
appeal - and the fan sent it to him 
six days after the Final.” 

Disappointingly, the 1958 F.A. 
Cup triumph marked the end of 
Bolton’s glory era. They had to 
wait more than three decades 
before Bruce Rioch was appointed 
manager and the feeling of 
success could once again pervade 
the Burnden Park air. 

Lofthouse, who will celebrate 
his 70th birthday in August, can’t 
speak highly enough of the softly- 
spoken Scot who has rejuvenated 
the Wanderers. 

“Bruce has the respect of 
everyone. That is a quality you 
have to earn. You can’t buy it,” he 
says. 

“I got on with Bruce from the 
moment the chairman introduced 
us. He has got the players and

Hopkinson, Roy Hartle, Tommy 
Banks, Dennis Stevens, Ralph 
Gubbins, Ray Parry and Brian 
Edwards. 

Lofthouse reckons they are 
about to witness a Bolton triumph. 

“There’s no reason our players 
should be overawed. They are 
good enough not to suffer in 
comparison with Liverpool. 

“It is going to be one hell of a 
match. Both teams like to play 
good football and they will have a 
grand surface to play on. 

“The Bolton players can be 
proud to play at Wembley. It is 
known world-wide as a great 
stadium. People like Cruyff and 
Beckenbauer used to look forward 
to playing there - and many other 
great players didn’t get the 
chance. 

“I don’t have any fears for my 
team. And I think we’ll win the 


supporters working for each other. 
The fact that Jason McAteer and 
Alan Stubbs have stayed with us 
shows the essence of Bruce 
Rioch. 

“The whole Wembley 
experience has lit up the town. 
The atmosphere has been electric. 

“Everyone wants to be part of 
what is happening here. We will 
savour the occasion. Then, win, 
lose or draw, it’s back to 
concentrating on winning 
promotion to the Premiership.” 

In his own way, Lofthouse - 
awarded the OBE in 1994 - is still 
as important to Bolton as Rioch or 
any of the players. 

Just his name brings in 
thousands of pounds to the club. 

“People used to come to 
matches to watch me play. Now I 
like to help in a different way,” he 
says. 


club. I get involved in match 
sponsorship and other things on 
the commercial side. 

“As far as I’m concerned 
Bolton is the finest club in the 
world. I’ve been with them for 56 
years. I’m planning on stopping on 
for a while yet!” 

There was only ever going to 
be one club for Lofthouse. He was 
born in Bolton in 1925 and went 
on to score a record 256 goals in 
452 League appearances for his 
local club between 1946 and 
1960. 

He also won 33 England caps, 
scoring 30 goals. And was elected 
Footballer of the Year in 1953. 

Despite his success, you 
won’t find Lofthouse running down 
today’s game or comparing it 
sourly with the past. 

“I’m not into that attitude,” he 
explains. “It was a great game 


the same now. 

“It’s daft to compare them. I 
prefer to keep my happy memories 
and also enjoy the football today.” 

That positive attitude is 
welcomed by Rioch. Unlike some 
managers, he does not want to 
bury the past. He holds up 
Lofthouse as an example for the 
team of ’95 to follow. 

Pictures of the 1950s side 
still adorn Burnden Park. Rioch 
says: “Taking them down would be 
like removing photographs of your 
family. 

“There is a tremendous 
warmth at the club. Part of that is 
down to Nat and the other old 
players. 

“I have met them and they 
retain the camaradarie that makes 
the club what it is.”

J ohn McGinlay is the 
man to lead Bolton 
Wanderers into 
Europe. That is the 
hope of all Trotters 
fans who will be 
looking to the goal 
power of their leading 
scorer to help achieve the 
ultimate giant-killing act here at 
Wembley this afternoon. 

Up and down the country, 
defenders have been left in awe of 
the power, the pace, and sheer 
consistency, of a striker who like 
many of the greatest finishers in 
the game, is polarised to the point 
of selfishness in his quest to find 
the net. 

Last season, the flaxen-haired 
Scot topped the Endsleigh League 
First Division goal chart with 33 
goals in all competitions, and true 
to form, he once again heads 
Bolton Wanderers’ scorers in the 
current campaign, including three 
strikes in their Coca-Cola run to 
Wembley. 

And Liverpool have cause to 
be wary of the Bolton goal 
machine this afternoon, because 
John McGinlay seems to save his 
most lethal shots for the big boys. 
Certainly, Liverpool recall with 
anguish, his goal scoring knack, 
for McGinlay scored in both the 2- 
2 draw and Bolton’s 2-0 replay 
victory at Anfield in the F.A. Cup a 
couple of season ago. 

All three of his goals leading 
up to the semi-final this season 
— were netted against 


Premiership opposition. The first, 
in the 84th minute of a first leg 
Second Round game at Portman 
Road, put the skids under Ipswich 
Town’s Coca-Cola Cup ambitions. 
While at Upton Park he burst West 
Ham’s United bubble with a 
glorious opening goal in the 16th 
minute, and rounded off a 
memorable 3-1 victory with the 
third goal from the penalty spot. 

Last season too, McGinlay 
was the scourge of soccer’s 
aristocracy. He was the heroic 
figure of the twice played 
squabble with Arsenal. Yet life has 
not always been played out in the 
fast lane by this likeable hit man, 
who only now, at the latter end of 
his playing career, is beginning to 
enjoy the fruits of stardom at the 
top. 

Born in Inverness, John 
started his football career with 
Elgin City and Yeovil Town, where 
his performance attracted the 
attention of a Shrewsbury Town 
Scout. They gave him a trial and 
signed him on, though by his own 
admission, his entry into league 
Football was somewhat 
unspectacular. 

The target-man who prided 
himself on his scoring ability, 
netted but once in some twenty 
odd games before he turned the 
corner in the summer of 1989. 
That following season he suddenly 
blossomed, rattling in 26 goals to 
head the Shrews scoring chart. 
Suddenly the statistics of 27 goals 
in 60 League appearances looked 


considered for such an honour, as 
I have played all my football 
outside of the top division: and 
when you you get to 30, your 
dreams of such things happening 
to you become very faint.” 

But happen to him it most 
certainly did last year and now, 
after scoring Scotland’s opening 
goal against the Faroe Islands, 
and collecting his fourth cap in the 
1-1 draw with Russia in November, 
he has established himself as his 
country’s front-line striker in their 
European Championship challenge. 

“It is all very exciting,” agrees 
John, who remains a down to earth 
lad but can be excused for lapping 
up every minute of his late found 
stardom. “This will certainly be 
the biggest day of my life,” he 
says, referring to this afternoon’s 
Coca-Cola Cup Final. “To play at 
Wembley, well what can I say? 
This last twelve months has been 
like a dream for me. Everything 
seems to have suddenly come 
good, and you really have to shake 
yourself to make sure it is not all a 
dream.” 

McGinlay will be 31 in six days 
time, but the man who has just 
registered his 100th League goal, 
is hoping to start the celebrations 
this afternoon by leading Bolton 
Wanderers to victory, and so open 
yet another door to European 
competition next season.

rather respectable, and certainly 
attracted the attentions of Bury, 
who promptly recruited him into 
the Gigg Lane pay roll.

B olton Wanderers are 
back in the big time 
at Wembley. Back 
where they belong. 
For they were the 
very first Wembley 
Cup Final winners. 
Seventy-two years 

ago! 

An estimated crowd of over 
200,000 arrived here that 
historic day in 1923 as Bolton 
beat West Ham 2-0. 

Today is their fourth final in 
ten seasons. They were beaten in 
the 1986 Freight Rover Trophy 
Final, won the 1989 Sherpa Van 
Trophy and were beaten in the 
Division Three Play-Off final in 
1991. 

But we go back 37 years for 
their last major Wembley final. 
Today Bolton arrive at Wembley 
as underdogs and, as such, with 
the majority of football 
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wishing them well. It was so 
different in 1958. 

Bolton faced Manchester 
United in the F.A. Cup Final that 
day, just three months after the 
Munich air disaster, in which 
eight United players had died. 
Matt Busby was too ill to take 
charge of his team, but under 
assistant-manager Jimmy 

Murphy, they bravely battled their 
way to the Final. 

Not only did the whole nation 
want United to win the final, the 
rest of the world were cheering 
on Busby’s boys that day. 
Television pictures were beamed 
around the world, including 
Munich, where everyone hoped 
against hope that the Reds could 
triumph. 

It took Bolton’s favourite son, 
Nat Lofthouse, just two minutes 
to defy the watching world. He 
shot Bolton into the lead with a 


close-range strike past Munich- 
survivor Harry Gregg. 

And on 55 minutes Lofthouse 
finished off the Final in 
controversial circumstances, 
shoulder-charging Gregg into the 
net as he headed home to make 
it 2-0. It wouldn’t have been 
allowed today. 

“Never in history has a Cup¬ 
winning team been so unpopular 
as Bolton,” declared the Daily 
Mirror. “Never has a team played 
so well for so little acclaim.” 

The nation mourned United’s 
failure but man-of-the-match 
Lofthouse was happy enough. “All 
I know is that the score in my 
newspaper is Bolton 2 
Manchester United 0,” he said. 
“And the Cup’s in our manager’s 
bedroom right now.” 

Matt Busby, who had 
watched the game from the 
stands, was characteristically 


magnanimous in defeat. Seeing 
Bolton manager Bill Ridding, he 
walked over and said: 
“Congratulations Bill. I want you 
to know the better team won - 
there’s no doubt about that.” 

Ridding, though, was out of 
pocket on the day. Just seven 
weeks before the Final, Lofthouse 
dislocated his collar bone. His 
manager had counted him out of 
the Final. 

Lofthouse was determined to 
play and bet Ridding £1 that he 
would make Wembley. He 
collected his money after the 
game and said: “My collar-bone 
felt champion - never a twinge.” 

Bolton ’keeper Eddie 
Hopkinson, the club’s longest- 
serving player with 519 
appearances between 1956 and 
1970, had a quiet afternoon, as 
United failed to fulfil their 
attacking potential.

Playing up front for United 
was a young Munich survivor, the 
20-year-old Bobby Charlton. 
United’s best chance of the game 
came after just nine minutes with 
a shot from Charlton which 
crashed against the crossbar and 
into the goalkeeper’s arms. “I 
knew it was our Cup then,” said 
Hopkinson. 

For Ridding and Lofthouse, 
the win was sweet revenge for 
the famous Stanley Matthews 
Final of 1953, when Bolton had 
been 3-1 up only to end up losing 
4-3 to Blackpool. Ridding said: 
“Our early goal settled my 
nerves, but my mind was flashing 
back to 1953 during the game.” 

Bolton’s Cup finals always 
seem to have extra significance. 
Not only did they play in the after- 
Munich Final and the Matthews 
Final but they also took part in 
the White Horse Final of 1923. 


It was the first Cup Final held 
at Wembley, which was built to 
hold 127,000 spectators. The 
F.A. expected half that figure to 
turn up. No-one knows how many 
made it into the stadium on the 
day but estimates varied 
between 200,000 and 250,000. 

Without Billy, the white horse 
ridden by PC George Scorey, 
clearing the pitch of spectators, 
the match might never have 
taken place. David Jack and J.R. 
Smith scored Bolton’s goals to 
earn them their first Cup win in 
their third Final appearance. 

Bolton’s team of the 
Twenties was probably their 
greatest ever. Twice in that 
decade they finished third in the 
First Division. And, after 1923, 
twice they went back to Wembley 
to win the Cup. 

In 1926 they took part in the 
first Cup Final under the new 


offside law. David Jack scored 
again for a 1-0 win over 
Manchester City, avenging their 
1-0 defeat at City’s hands in the 
1904 Final. In 1929 they 
returned to Wembley to beat 
Portsmouth 2-0. Three Wembley 
wins out of three and not a goal in 
Dick Pym’s net! 

Bolton have been back here 
three times in the last nine years. 
As a Third Division side in 1986, 
under player-manager Phil Neal, 
the former Liverpool and England 
right-back, they lost 3-0 to Bristol 
City in the Freight Rover Trophy. 

Despite the defeat, the 
54,502 crowd indicated the 
enormous potential of those two 
clubs. Bolton were back at 
Wembley under Neal to play for 
the Sherpa Van Trophy in 1989 
when 46,513 fans - the vast 
majority from Bolton - saw them 
beat Torquay 4-1. 


Goals from Julian Darby, 
Jeffrey Chandler, Dean Crombie 
and Trevor Morgan secured 
Bolton’s win. Neal compared the 
experience to his triumphs at 
Liverpool. “This means as much 
as my first Championship win,” 
he said. “The passion of winning 
at Wembley still tingles.” 

Bolton have endured 
Wembley heartache since then, 
losing the 1991 Third Division 
Play Off final 1-0 to Tranmere. 
Since then though, their rise 
through the League and their cup¬ 
fighting exploits have made them 
one of the most respected teams 
in the country. 

A win at Wembley this 
afternoon and their first major 
honour since 1958 would confirm 
the return of Bolton Wanderers 
towards the top bracket under 
Bruce Rioch.

MAJOR PROJECTS 

The Trust's main task is to help League 
clubs to implement the Taylor Report. 
Since 1990, over £89m has been awarded 
towards ground improvements costing 
some £300m. This money comes from the 
Pools companies, Littlewoods, Vernons 
and Zetters via the Government’s 
Reduction in Pool Betting Duty which 
presently produces over £23m each year.

wonderful feat for them to get intd 
the final.” 

So with Bolton in the hunt for 
goals, the name of Roger Hunt may 
come to mind, as he also played for 
both Liverpool and Bolton, in the 
role of centre forward, and ended 
his career at Burnden Park in 1972. 

“Actually, Nat Lofthouse, who 
was my boyhood hero, was the 
manager that signed me from 


question marks about Thompson’s 
bad knee and how much football he 
could handle after 450 games for 
Liverpool. Fortunatley, by the time 
his playing days were over at 
Bolton, he had guided them back to 
the top. 

“It all ended on a happy note 
because in my last season at 
Bolton, we got promoted to what is 
now known as the premier league, 
which was a great way to finish my 
career.” 

In honour of Peter Thompson, a 
testimonial took place during 1979, 
which saw Bolton, the newly 
crowned Division Two champions 


Liverpool. Unfortunately, we 
didn’t do very well and there was a 
succession of managers during my 
time there. “ 

“Since I stopped playing 
football, I’ve been in the transport 
business, which is situated 
between Liverpool and Bolton. Its 
ideal really because it gives me the 
chance to go and see both my old 
clubs in action.” 

With Bolton back to their first 
major Cup Final since 1958, Hunt 
has his own feelings on why it has 
been such a long time in coming,

It was the perfect stage for 
Thompson’s retirement from 
football. 

“After I left, Bolton quickly 
slipped back into the second 
division and had quite a few lean 
years. But its wonderful to see 
them back at Wembley and they 
have a very good side at the 
moment. Obviously the main aim is 
for them to get promotion, but its a 


side, he hopes that the club has 
learnt from its past mistakes. 

“Although in recent years they 
have achieved success against a 
number of Premiership sides in the 
Cup, there was previously a 
problem in trying to keep up with 
the top clubs because they were 
unable to get the best players, and 
often had to sell good players to 
other clubs.

“No matter what you have won 
before, it is always a thrill to be 
given a Cup Final. You always think 
you will have a chance but until 
you are called up on the 
telephone you are never certain. It 
is ironic that my F.A. Cup Final was 
between Liverpool and Sunderland 
which was then a First versus 
Second Division clash and it is 
similar with this one, but only the 
names of the Divisions have 
changed. Having refereed both 
teams in the past I feel this should 
be a very good footballing match 
with the added spice of a bit of 
North West rivalry and the M6 
packed to capacity on that 
Sunday. 

“I could never get blase 


about going to Wembley to 
Referee, simply because there is 
the pride of being involved and the 
pressure on me during the match 
to really concentrate the mind. 
Those pressures include, what is 
at stake for the teams; the 
microscope put on the game by 
television not only in this country 
but also across Europe and the 
desire of my colleagues and 
myself in wanting to give a good 
performance. No matter what 
experience you have gained it is 
impossible to get away from the 
pressures exerted by the media, 
whether it be radio, television or 
newspapers on the match 
Officials. We will always be looked 
at extremley closely, which is born 
out by the criticism I received 
when cautioning a number of 
players in this year’s Charity 
Shield game but I made that the 
standard which I followed all 
season. 

“This will be the first domestic 
Cup Final since the new FIFA 
interpretations came into force 
and I am obviously very aware of 
my responsibilities. I would not 
hesitate to invoke the 




punishments available during this 
Final but hope it would never 
become necessary. At the end of 
the day, I am only as good or as 
kind as the players will allow me 
to be. I would like to think that 
when teams know I am to be their 
referee they appreciate where 
they will stand with me and that I 
will protect every player on the 
park but must also punish the 
ones who stray. 

“I am delighted to have Roy 
Pearson as one of my linesmen as 
he was out with me in the World 
Cup in the USA last Summer. He 
has lined to me twice this season 
and Bob Jeavons my other 
linesman was with me this season 
when we officiated on the 
Liverpool v Arsenal quarter-final of 
this competition last January. 

“Wembley has its own special 
atmosphere. It is marvellous to be 
going back there again and I am 
really looking forward to the 
match.” 

Jim Parker is the fourth 
Official and will be the man to take 
over if injury or illness strikes 
down the referee during the 
match. He is a full time 
Administrative Officer to the 
Lancashire F.A. who had qualified 
in 1972 and reached the Football 
League middle in 1988, having 
come up through the Lancashire 
Counties and then North West 
Counties League. A humourous 
Lancastrian from Preston, he 
admits to being 48 “according to 
my birth certificate I am in my last 
season on the National List but if 
wanted to I will be more than 
willing to serve if I am given an 


extension. This is my first 
Wembley trip and it’s a delight to 
get there and I will enjoy every 
minute of it as I have done with 
the whole of my Refereeing 
career.” Honours include three 
lines in the European Cup, one in 
the UEFA Cup and one in an Under 
21 International. 

Linesman Roy Pearson is from 
County Durham and started 
Refereeing in 1978 reaching the 
Football League line in 1989 and 
the FIFA line in 1993. Was 
England’s only lining 
representative in the USA World 
Cup and is arguably the most 
experienced linesman in the 
country having lined on F.A. Cup 
Final and numerous European 
competitions and International 
matches. 

Aged 39. His occupation is 
that of Electrical Engineer. 

Linesman Bob Jeavons hails 
from the West Midlands he is 44 
and a self-employed electrician 
who started refereeing in 1977. 
Came through the Midland 
Football Combination, and 
Southern League, both as 
linesman and referee. Has been 
on the Football League line for 
eight years and a panel referee for 
seven years. Now a National List 
linesman for both F.A. Premiership 
and Endsleigh Insurance League. 
This is his fourth visit to Wembley 
in three years having been on the 
line in the Division One Play-Off 
Finals in 1993 and 1994 and the 
F.A. Trophy in 1994.

hen Liverpool 
goalkeeper 
David James 
steps out at 
Wembley 
today, it will 
be hard to 
believe he 
once suffered a cup jinx. 

Amazingly, James had never 
been on the winning side in any 
cup game before this season. 

So he is still pinching himself 
that Liverpool have won all seven 
games in the 1994-95 Coca-Cola 
Cup. And he is aware that an 
eighth success will guarantee the 
return of European football to 
Anfield. 

“I never won a game in either 
the F.A. Cup or Coca-Cola Cup 
with Watford. And that unhappy 
trend continued after I joined 
Liverpool,” reveals 24-year-old 
James. 

“It was a relief to say the least 
when we beat Burnley in this 
season’s competition. The team 
hasn’t looked back since then - 
and neither have I.” 

It is amazing what difference a 
year makes. This season James 
has received plenty of plaudits for 
match-winning performances 
against Stoke and Blackburn in 
the Coca-Cola Cup. 

But but two seasons ago the 
competition nearly ended James’ 
Anfield career before it had 
properly begun. 

“We played at home to 
Chesterfield and I let in four 
against them,” he recalls. 

“Even though we got a draw 
out of the game, it was the lowest 
point of my career. I was dropped 
for the next match and I really 
thought my goose was cooked. 

“My confidence was gone, 
which is terrible for a goalkeeper. 
Bruce Grobbelaar was at the club 
and I didn’t really think I would get 
another chance.” 

Thankfully for James, who 
joined the Reds in 1992 


. 


for £1.25million, new manager 
Roy Evans has shown faith in him. 
In turn, James has responded with 
outstanding performances and 
more than 20 clean sheets. 

Liverpool have always had a 
reliable last line of defence. And 
this season James has shown 
himself a true successor to 
legendary Anfield ’keepers Tommy 
Lawrence, Ray Clemence and 
Grobbelaar. 

The thoughtful 'keeper says: 
“I’m glad I didn't have to leave 
Liverpool. This is a team being 
built for success. 

“I want to be the number one 
here for many years to come. The 
club have a tradition of sticking 
with their goalkeepers and I don't 
want to give them any reason to 
get rid of me! 

“The most important part of a 


goalkeeper’s game is consistency. 
A striker can play badly for 89 
minutes and still end up a hero. A 
’keeper can’t afford to do that.” 

At 6ft 4ins, James is literally a 
giant influence on the new 
Liverpool. But the former Watford 
’keeper hopes people will judge 
the ‘new’ Liverpool on its merits - 
and not constantly compare it 
with great Anfield teams from the 
past. 

He says: “We want to win 
things and be congratulated for it 
in our own right. It is not fair to 
think any club can dominate the 
game as Liverpool used to. Times 
have changed. More clubs have 
big money to spend.” 

James, an all-round athlete 
who used to compete in the high 
jump at county level, isn’t 
underestimating First Division 
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Bolton. 

But he warns the Lancastrians 
that Liverpool have a score to 
settle with them. 

“They knocked us out of the 
F.A. Cup when we were the 
holders and then beat us 5-2 in a 
pre-season friendly. 

“We feel we have come a long 
way since then. There's no nmm 
why we can’t avenge those 
defeats against them in the 
place - Wembley.” 

James’ only previous big- 
match visit to Wembley was when 
he was substitute m the 1993 
Charity Shield, which Uvaipaal 
lost 4-3 to Leeds. 

“It gave me a buzz just being 
on the bench,” he says. “I can't 
wait to experience the real thing.”

T he pupil is in the 
perfect position to 
learn from the 
master. Liverpool’s 
goalscoring king for 
the past decade has 
a challenger to his 
throne with 19-year- 
old Robbie Fowler outscoring 
the legendary Ian Rush this 
season. 

With well over 20 goals to his 
name already, Fowler has rapidly 
developed into the hottest 
property in British football and 
emerged as the man that could 
lead Liverpool back to the glory 
days. 

Alongside Rush, he has 
formed a fearsome partnership 
that is capable of striking down 
the best in the land. They have 
become known as the RAF. 

Today, the RAF of Rush and 
Fowler, will be aiming to gun 
down Bolton to give a great finale 
to Rush’s amazing career, and 
give Fowler his first major medal 
as a professional. 

“I have been counting the 
days just waiting for this,” 
admitted the Toxteth-born Fowler 
who was an Everton fan in his 
schooldays. “I have never played 
at Wembley before and just going 
to the place will be a big thrill. I 
would love it if I could score and 
end up with a winner’s medal, but 
the win has got to be the most 
important thing.” 

For Fowler a trip to the twin 
towers is a whole new 
experience, but for Rush, who is 
currently only two short of Geoff 
Hurst’s all-time League Cup 
goalscoring record, it’s almost 
like going home. 

As the top goalscorer in 
Liverpool’s history, he has closed 
in on the all-time F.A. Cup 
goalscoring record and has 
continued to bang in the goals for 
Wales at international level. 

And in Fowler, Rush believes 
that he has a partner who looks 
certain to take over his mantle 
when he hang-ups his goal-laden 
boots. 

“Robbie has obviously done 
amazingly well, but he just has to 
keep going and not let his 
success go to his head,” said the 
33-year-old former Juventus star. 
"It is important to have players 
with experience who he can learn 
from and with this being his first 
game at Wembley, he has to keep 
his feet on the ground. 

M l scored the first time I 
played at Wembley and it would 
be lovely for Robbie if he could 
emulate that feat. 

“And he has every chance of 


going to the very top. He cannot 
be too far away from the England 
reckoning with the amount of 
goals he scored this season, so 
he could be seeing a lot of 
Wembley over the next few years. 

“He has had some experience 
in the Under-21 side which will be 
important because when he gets 
into the full squad he will realise 
that it is very different at 
international level than it is in the 
Premiership. Another problem 
may be that England have so 
many quality strikers at the 
moment. 

“Football has a habit of 
bringing you up to the top and 
believing that you are the best 
and then knocking you back 
down to earth with a bump. We 
can all help Robbie to keep up his 
confidence and continue to bang 
in the goals. 

“At that age you do not really 
feel the pressures quite as much, 
but you want to make sure that 
he does not get carried away.” 

Fowler has not even given 
thought to the possibility of an 
England call-up but, with Terry 
Venables willing to give the 
youngsters such as Nicky Barmby 
and Liverpool team-mate Steve 
McManaman their chance, 
Fowler could soon be in the 
running. 

“At the moment I can only 
concentrate on Liverpool,” he 
said. ”1 have never even thought 
about the chance of playing at 
full international level. If the 
chance comes my way it will. 
There is not a lot I can do about 
it.” 

While Fowler will be looking 
to carve his first piece of 
Wembley history this afternoon, 
as well as give a reminder to 
England boss Terry Venables, 
Rush’s record under the Twin 
Towers is nothing short of 
remarkable. 

Seven strikes in major cup 
finals, not to mention his 
contribution in Liverpool’s 
numerous F.A. Charity Shield 
appearances in the the last few 
seasons, speaks volumes. 

Could he become the all time 
highest League Cup goalscorer 
today? Rush is growing tired of 
constant talk about records. 

“If it happens, it happens,” he 
said. “It would be nice to break 
the record at Wembley, but to 
score two or three goals is 
possibly expecting too much. 

“If I can keep my record of 
Wembley goals going and help 
Liverpool win the cup it will 
obviously be a big thrill. We have 
had a good year, but we need to 


win a trophy and get back into 
Europe now. Until we do that, we 
can not claim to be back to our 
best. 

“The place is special and 
once you have been there, you 
want to go back every year. For 
me, it could be my last Wembley 
appearance so I will want to 
make the most of it. 

“Bolton will provide us with a 
real test and they have beaten us 
already this season in a pre¬ 
season game last summer. They 
also beat us in the F.A. Cup a 
couple of years ago and we 
cannot forget that. But we are 
playing well at Liverpool so 
hopefully it will be the first of 
many cup finals over the next few 
years." 

If it is to be the first of many, 
Liverpool will need the RAF to 
keep firing on all cylinders for the 
next few years. Along with the 
other Anfield tots of Steve 
McManaman and Jamie 
Redknapp, Fowler represents the 
future of the most successful 
club in the English league over 
the last 20 years. 

To follow in the footsteps of 
Ian Rush means Fowler has had 
one hard act to follow, but so far, 
he is taking everything in his 
stride and scoring goals at a 
similar rate to the man he admits 
is his hero. 

“He was not my hero when I 
was a kid because I followed 
Everton, but now he is my hero,” 
added Fowler. 

“You would have to be some 
kind of super hero to expect to be 
on the scoresheet every time you 
go out on the field, so I cannot 
expect it to happen. I do not feel 
any extra pressure now that I 
have had a good year behind me. 

“I have not surprised myself 
by scoring all these goals 
because I always knew that I had 
the ability to be up there at the 
highest level and scoring. I think 
other people are the ones that 
have been surprised, but not me. 

"Representing your home¬ 
town club in a cup final will be the 
best thing in my career so far and 
whether it is Liverpool or Everton 
does not really matter. It should 
just be a great day for everyone. 

“Bolton will give us a real 
test and they have proved they 
can beat the best in the cup runs 
over the last few years. The 
players who were here at the 
time will not need any reminding 
that Liverpool were one of their 
victims just a couple of years 
ago.”

Today Liverpool make their 31st 
appearance here at Wembley 
Stadium - a magnificent 
achievement when you consider 
that their second appearance 
here was in May 1965. 




T he impressive record 
of nine F.A. Cup Finals, 
14 Charity Shield 
matches, six League 
Cup Finals and one 
European Cup Final 
means that Liverpool 
have played here 
more times than any other 
Premier or Football League 
club.

The first visit of The Reds to 
Wembley came in the F.A. Cup Final 
of 1950 when they were defeated 
by Arsenal 2-0. Earlier that season 
Liverpool had managed to win both 
League matches against The 
Gunners and had finished the 
season in 8th position, two places 
behind Arsenal. The Liverpool team 
of the sixties managed just one 
visit to Wembley - on the 1st May 
1965 to face Leeds United in the 
F.A. Cup. The match went to extra 
time following a goalless ninety 
minutes and in that extra thirty 
minutes Ian St John and Roger 
Hunt scored a goal apiece to take 
the Cup to Anfield. The defeat by 
Arsenal in the 1971 F.A. Cup Final 
had meant that The Gunners were 
able to achieve the “Double” 
despite Steve Heighway giving 
Liverpool the lead two minutes into 
extra time. 

Steve Heighway again 
managed to find the net in 
Liverpool’s next F.A. Cup Final 
appearance in 1974 against 
Newcastle United. Two goals from 
Kevin Keegan gave them an easy 
victory against the team from the 
North East and just six more points 
in the League would have given 
them the Championship ahead of 
Leeds United. The 1977 Cup Final 
against Manchester United was an 
exciting game with all three goals 
coming inside five minutes, Stuart 
Pearson and Jimmy Greenhoff in 


the 50th and 55th minutes with a 
goal from Jimmy Case in the 52nd. 
They did however, have the 
consolation of winning the League 
Championship a few weeks 
previously. Everton became 
Liverpool’s next opponents in the 
F.A. Cup Final - 10th May 1986 with 
two goals from Ian Rush and 
another from Craig Johnston, 
Liverpool also won the League 
Championship and achieved “The 
Double”. The 1988 Final against 
Wimbledon will always be regarded 
as the shock result of the eighties. 
Liverpool had won the 
Championship weeks earlier and 
surely were on course for another 
“Double”, Wimbledon had other 
ideas and Lawrie Sanchez scored 
the only goal of the game in the 
36th minute. 

Twelve months later Liverpool 
were back here to take on Everton 
and a couple of goals from Ian 
Rush and another from John 
Aldridge gave them a 3-2 victory in 
extra time. With two home matches 
remaining in the League, another 
“Double” looked on the cards - but 
who will ever forget that Friday 
night at Anfield against Arsenal 
when a last minute goal from 
Michael Thomas gave The Gunners 
a victory - and the title with it! 
Liverpool’s last F.A. Cup Final 
appearance came in 1992 when 
Second Division Sunderland were 
the opponents and a goal in each 
half from Thomas and Rush gave 
Liverpool a comfortable 2-0 victory.

The first of Liverpool’s six 
League Cup Finals came in 1978 
when they were defeated by 
Nottingham Forest at Old Trafford 
following a 0-0 draw here at 
Wembley, John Robertson scoring 
the game’s only goal from the 
penalty spot. Three years later 
Liverpool beat West Ham United at 


Villa Park after a 1-1 draw at 
Wembley with goals from Alan 
Kennedy and Ray Stewart 
(penalty). The 1982 final against 
Tottenham went to extra time and 
Liverpool were losing 1-0 with three 
minutes remaining before Ronnie 
Whelan equalised to send the 
game into extra time. Another 
strike from Whelan and a goal from 
Ian Rush was enough to give 
Liverpool victory 3-1 and they thus 
became the first team to defeat 
Tottenham at Wembley. 

Twelve months later Liverpool 
were back here against 
Manchester United and again 
Liverpool were trailing 1-0 with just 
15 minutes remaining. Alan 
Kennedy scored an equaliser and 
the game went to an extra thirty 
minutes - Ronnie Whelan scoring 
the decisive goal in the 98th 
minute. For the third year running 
Liverpool appeared in the Final of 
The League Cup competition and 
were up against Everton in March 
1985. The score sheet remained 
blank here at Wembley and a 
replay was necessary at Maine 
Road, Manchester before 52,089. 
Graeme Souness slotted home 
after 21 minutes, the only goal of 
the game. Liverpool’s last 
appearance in the League Cup 
Final came in April 1987 against 
Arsenal, although Ian Rush scored 
after 23 minutes it wasn’t enough 
as Charlie Nicholas scored twice to 
ensure that The League Cup 
remained in the south of England.

The Charity Shield has been 
held at Wembley since 1974 and in 
those 21 matches Liverpool have 
featured in no less than 14! The 
first Shield match here in 1974 
was against Leeds United and the 
game finished 1-1 with Phil 
Boersma scoring for Liverpool after 
19 minutes. The destiny of the 
Shield was decided on penalties on 
this occasion and The Reds 
converted six to Leeds’ five. John 
Toshack’s goal after 50 minutes 
gave Liverpool victory over 
Southampton in the 1976 Shield 
match but twelve months later 
Liverpool and Manchester United 
had to share the shield - each team 
retaining this for six months - 
following a 0-0 draw. A comfortable 
win in 1979 over Arsenal with goals 
from McDermott (twice) and 
Dalglish gave Liverpool a 3-1 win 
and in 1980 Terry McDermott was 
again on target after 17 minutes to 
score the games only goal against 
West Ham. 

Tottenham were defeated 1-0 
by Liverpool in the 1982 match - 
Ian Rush finding the net after 32 
minutes but twelve months later

Liverpool left Wembley empty 
handed as Manchester United won 
that particular tussle 2-0. In 1984 
a full house of 100,000 saw 
Everton defeat Liverpool 1-0 but 
two years later in 1986 both 
Liverpool and Everton retained the 
shield for six months after Ian Rush 
equalised in the 87th minute. John 
Aldridge was on hand to score 
twice in the 1988 Shield match 
against Wimbledon in the 2-1 
victory and in 1989 Peter 
Beardsley made sure the shield 
would accompany the team back 
up the motorway when his goal 
was enough to give Liverpool 
victory over Arsenal 1-0. 

Just over 66,000 were here in 
1990 to see Manchester United 
take a first half lead through 
Clayton Blackmore - only for John 
Barnes to equalise from the 
penalty spot and once again each 
team held onto the shield for six 
months. Liverpool’s last 
appearance in a Shield match was 
back in 1992 when they faced 
Leeds United, that match was 
regarded by many as the most 
thrilling Charity Shield match ever. 
Eric Cantona scored a hat-trick, 
while for Liverpool Ian Rush, Dean 
Saunders and Mark Wright each 
added their name to the score 
sheet, but it was not enough and 
Leeds ran out winners 4-3. 
IttEnpMM. 

With 92,000 packed into 
Wembley for the 1978 European 
Cup Final, Liverpool were the 
strongest favourites for years. 
There was little in the game that 
was memorable - but the decisive 
goal came in the 65th minute from 
Kenny Dalglish - his 30th goal of 
the season, thus Liverpool became 
the first British club to win the 
European Cup twice. 

In the last ten years Liverpool 
have played a total of ten games 
here - nobody would bet that they 
would not make at least another 
ten appearances here over the next 
ten years!

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the pressure was on the 6’2” 
Wandsworth-born hardman. But 
he has not panicked and, in fact, 
has improved as the season has 
gone on to become one of the top 
defenders in the Premiership.

“Playing for Liverpool means that 
you will always have a chance of 
breaking into the England team 
and we had quite a few players in 
the squad for that Nigeria game. 

“Phil Babb and John Scales 
have fitted into the back three 
formation very well and it seems 
to have clicked since day one. 

“But we have been playing 
well as a team all season. We 
seem to have got things sewn up 
quite well at the back with David 
James having an outstanding 
season in goal and the front men 
are banging in the goals. 

“Obviously Robbie Fowler has 
had a magnificent season and his 
goals have been a big help. 
People forget that he is still only 
19 years-old, so who knows what 
he can achieve in the future. The 
comparisons with Ian Rush are 
bound to be there and Robbie has 
a great man to learn from up front 


N eil Ruddock will

The highest number of goals scored by one man in the League Cup, under its various titles, is 49 by Geoff Hurst - 43 for West Ham 
and six for Stoke. Rush needs two goals to equal Hurst's figure, and if he gets them against Bolton he will also become the highest scorer 
in League Cup Finals. He scored in the Milk Cup Final of 1982 and the Littlewoods Cup Final of 1987, and two more today would take him 
past the individual record of three, by Clive Clark of West Bromwich and by Ronnie Whelan, formerly a clubmate of Rush at Anfield. 

In addition to scoring more than 200 League goals for the club, Rush had scored in 70 cup-ties for Liverpool, in five competitions, 
when the club qualified for today's final, and he had been on the losing side only three times after he had scored - once in a League Cup 
Final, once in an F.A. Cup semi-final and once in a European quarter-final. 

Liverpool had won 57 and drawn 10 of those 70 matches, and his total of 105 goals comprised 52 at home, 43 away and 10 on 
nuetral grounds. 

Rush also holds the record for F.A. Cup Finals goals, with five in three winning appearances, and now aims to complete the double 
by becoming top League Cup Final scorer as well.

L ancashire’s cricketers 
today have their minds 
focussed on pre-season 
training in Portugal and 
dreams of winning 

trophies in the coming 
months. All that is, 

except their skipper. 
Bolton fanatic Mike ‘Winker’ 
Watkinson could not believe his 
ears when he was told April 2 was 

the day he was to take his 

talented team off to warmer 
climes to prepare for next season 
which starts in earnest at the end 
of the month. 

Watkinson, 33, in his second 
year as captain of the Red Rose 
county after taking over from Neil 
Fairbrother, has been pleading 
with his employers for the past 
month to let him catch a later 
flight to Portugal so he can be 
here today to cheer on 
Wanderers. 

He was born in 
Westhoughton, just to the west of 
Bolton, which is only six miles 
away from the birthplace of one of 
his toughest rivals on the county 
cricket circuit - a man who has 
more than a passing interest in 
todays’ events. 

England fast bowler Angus 
Fraser, born in Billinge near 
Wigan, is as fanatical about 
Liverpool as Watkinson is about 
Bruce Rioch’s men. 


Fraser’s county Middlesex are 
also heading for the same sports 
complex in Portugal as 
Lancashire, but travel a few days 
later. The two tours do overlap, 
though, so Fraser and Watkinson 
will have time to exchange views 
about the result of today’s clash. 

To make matters worse for 
Fraser, who needs just one more 
victim to reach 100 Test wickets, 
his father Don is a Bolton 
supporter. Add to that the fact 
that his girlfriend Denise is a 
Manchester United follower, and 
you have a potent cocktail of 
footballing rivalry in the Fraser 
family. 

The Wembley Programme 
caught up with these two 
footballing cricketers to find out 
what they think about today’s 
Coca-Cola Cup Finalists. 


What made you start 
supporting your team? 


Mike Watkinson: Being 
brought up in Bolton, there was 
only one team to watch if you 
liked football. There was no 
thought of following one of the 
Manchester clubs - it’s all about 
supporting your local team. I 
played a lot of sport at weekends 
so I didn’t go to Burnden much 
until I was into my teens when I 
went along with my Dad. 


What are your first footballing 
memories? 


AF: I can remember all the 
goals from the ’74 Cup Final and 
the first game I went to was with 
my cousin in 1980 at Anfield 
when Liverpool beat Spurs 2-1 in a 
League game. 



Angus Fraser: I followed 
football from an early age without 
supporting anyone in particular. 
We moved down south when I was 
two and there was only Watford 
near us. It was really the 
combination of the north west 
connection and seeing Liverpool 
beat Newcastle in the 1974 F.A. 
Cup Final when I was nine that set 
me off. 


MW: I can’t remember the 
first game I went to but my first 
memories are from the mid-1970s 
when Frank Worthington and 
Willie Morgan were signed - there 
was a great buzz around the place 
at that time. 


How much do you get to see 
your team with the overlap of 
cricket and football seasons? 


AF: I was in Australia until 
February with England but by the 
time our season starts again I 
should have seen about ten 
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games home and away. 

MW: For the last seven 
winters - before that I spent a 
couple of seasons playing club 
cricket in Australia - I’ve been to 
virtually all the home games when 
I’ve been around and a selected 
number of local away games. It 
seems that every other week 
people fighting over tickets for 
the next big game - it’s been 
brilliant recently. 

Have you made any friends at 
the club through your support? 

AF: I’ve become more 

involved recently through getting 
to know the Liverpool secretary 
Peter Robinson, who is a big 
cricket fan. He took me down to 
the boot room at Anfield recently - 
it was such a thrill to talk to Roy 
Evans and Ronnie Moran. I was 
nervous as hell before meeting 
them. I’ve met John Barnes 
because he came to train with the 
England cricket team last 
summer and Darren Gough went 
to Liverpool. It should have been 
me but I was dropped for the Test 
match around that time but 
Liverpool have told me that I’d be 
welcome to go training with them 
any time. 

MW: Over the years, I’ve got 















to know most of the Bolton 
players and they’re a great bunch 
of lads. I get the impression that 
Brlice Rioch has got a really good 
team spirit going there and that 
shows in the players’ attitude. I 
probably know Mark Patterson 
best of all and I always have a 
chat to him after the game and 
hopefully congratulate him. 

Does football banter form a big 
part of your own dressing-room 
discussions? 

AF: At Middlesex, no-one is as 
fanatical about football as me 
although Mike Gatting supports 
Tottenham and Phil Tufnell used 
to watch Arsenal. There is more 
banter and ribbing in the England 
dressing-room with Mike Atherton 
(Manchester United) and Alec 
Stewart (Chelsea) both really into 
their football. 

MW: Football is a very big 
deal at Lancashire and the 
dressing-room is basically split 
down the middle between 
Manchester United and City. 
Athers, Neil Fairbrother, John 
Crawley and Graham Lloyd are all 
United fans while Nick Speak, 
Stephen Titchard and Gary Yates 
support City. They all get involved 
in wagers about who will finish 


higher in the League with one 
giving the other so many points 
head start. But, believe me, I blow 
the Bolton trumpet quite a lot. 

Who are your favourite all-time 
players from your teams? 

AF: From the early days, 
Kevin Keegan, Tommy Smith and 
Emlyn Hughes. Then later it was 
Kenny Dalglish. He’s the best 
British footballer I have seen. He 
didn’t need pace because he 
always made an extra half a yard 
of room for himself. 

MW: There are so many. It 
was amazing when Frank 
Worthington came to Burnden 
Park - he was special. Peter Reid 
and Sam Allardyce were great 
too. But overall, although I never 
saw him play, it has to be Nat 
Lofthouse because he’s such a 
smashing fellow and makes 
everyone feel so welcome at the 
club. 

What’s your most memorable 
moment as a football 
supporter? 

AF: The 3-3 draw against 
Manchester United at Anfield last 
season is one of the most intense 
atmospheres I’ve ever 


experienced at a football ground. 
In terms of trophy wins, the 1983 
Milk Cup Final when we beat 
United 2-1 was great - it’s always 
good to beat them. 

MW: May, 8, 1993 - we won 
promotion to the First Division by 
beating Preston 1-0 at Burnden. I 
was playing at Old Trafford and I 
managed to listen to the last 15 
minutes of the game on a tiny 
trannie in the dressing-room 
steward’s cubby hole. It was 
brilliant even though no-one else 
was the slightest bit interested. 

And the worst memory? 

AF: Losing to Arsenal after 
endless replays in the F.A. Cup 
semi in 1980 was terribly 
disappointing. I wasn’t at Heysel 
or Hillsborough but I remember 
coming off the field of a second XI 
match to watch the European Cup 
Final in 1985 and being totally 
stunned as it became apparent 
what was happening. I drove 
home that night in a state of total 
shock. I was playing at Lord’s on 
the day of Hillsborough and it was 
only after the day’s play that we 
realised the full extent of it. But 
the reaction in Liverpool to that 
was awesome with all the flowers 
on the Kop - amazing. 


MW: The play-off defeat 
against Tranmere at Wembley in 
1991 was a bad one. Lancashire 
were playing Sussex at Old 
Trafford and we were fielding all 
day so I kept getting the odd 
rumour about the score and you 
never know whether it’s true or 
not. Then I’ve come off the field 
and realised that the whole 
season’s hard work has gone 
down the drain. 

Finally, what is going to happen 
in today’s game? 

AF: I’m sure Liverpool will win 
because they have a great 
defence this season and they are 
tough to score against. At the 
other end, John Barnes is the 
match-winner. He is the man who 
can thread those passes for 
Fowler and Rush to run onto. 

MW: Bolton have got a great 
chance because we like teams 
that come at us and give us a bit 
of leeway to attack. It’s better 
than playing teams when you’re 
on a hiding to nothing. David Lee 
is such a good big-match player 
and his turn of pace can hurt any 
team. 

John Stern 
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E ngland met Scotland at 
Wembley in January 
and October and the 
third match at The 
Stadium took place at 
the end of May 
between Brentford and 
Portsmouth in the final 
of the London Cup. 

On January 17th in front of 
64,000, England were looking for 
their third consecutive victory over 
the ‘old enemy’. Mercer and 
Gosling, who had played brilliantly 
against Scotland just three 
months earlier, were kept out of 
the side by service calls but 
Willingham and Welsh proved to 
be effective replacements. James 
Hagan struck the first blow for 
England with the game barely a 
minute old, this following a run 
which had seen him sweep past 
James Dykes and Andrew Beattie. 
Before half-time England had 
increased their lead to three with 
both goals coming from Tommy 
Lawton, his first a low shot and 
the second a high-speed 


header following a corner from 
Stan Matthews. England were 
never in danger and already 
looking forward to a meeting with 
Scotland at Hampden Park in April 
- a match that finished 5-4 to 
Scotland. 

The London Cup Final on 30th 
May 1942 had favourites 
Portsmouth against Brentford 
which was played before 71,500 
paying receipts of £15,500. Leslie 
Smith opened the scoring for 
Brentford after twelve minutes 
after Portsmouth defenders Phillip 
Rookes and James Guthrie 
collided with each other. In the 
final minute of the first half Jackie 
Jackson the Brentford keeper’ 
saved a penalty after Guthrie, the 
Pompey captain. Despite the 
constant attacks from the 
Portsmouth forwards they could 
not find an equaliser and the 
Brentford player McKenzie found 
the net - only to see the referee 
disallow the goal. In the very last 
minute Smith increased the 
London team’s lead to two goals

thus ensuring the London Cup 
remained in London. The format of 
the London Cup was 
straightforward - four groups of 
four with each team playing six 
matches. The group winners met 
in the semi-finals at Stamford 
Bridge (and in Brentford’s case 
the replayed match at White Hart 
Lane). 

The final match at Wembley 
this year came on October 10th 
between England and Scotland. 
The Daily Herald reported that 
‘Defences were completely on top 
on this least inspiring of the war¬ 
time internationals’. Although the 
match finished goalless, England 
did have the consolation of getting 
the ball into the net twice, before 
the referee ruled each ‘goal’ 
offside. 

The Herald reporter added in 
his notes ‘With Tommy Lawton and 
Dodds - two of the most 
dangerous centre-forwards of 
modern times - on either side, it 
seems incredible that no goals 
were scored’. Both the free -

scoring strikers were obscured by 
the brilliance of the opposing 
centre-halves - young Willie 
Corbett making an impressive 
debut for Scotland. 

‘Corbett was as good as 
Lawton at heading the ball and if 
only Lawton had received the ball 
on the ground a reasonable 
number of times one felt England 
would have got the goals’ added 
The Herald. Even the menacing 
Stan Matthews was largely 
contained by left-flank defenders 
Andrew Beattie, the wingers arch 
rival, and left half Matt Busby. 

The final words on this game 
must come from The Herald ‘I 
doubt if either side would make 
more than one change if they were 
to meet again next Saturday’ a 
final summing up of a forgettable 
match. 

During 1943 Arsenal came to 
Wembley and hit Charlton for 
seven - while England found the 
net eight times against Wales.

■ The League Cup was first contested in 
1960-61 season when entry was not 
compulsory, as it now is. Not until the Anal was 
moved to Wemhiey in 1967, instead of being 
home and away, did the tournament become 
widely popular. Several clubs did not take part 
in the early days, especially those with 
European commitments, and in 1982-63 only 80 
of the 92 teams competed. 

■ Aston Villa, who became the first winners 
of the new competition, had to play 12 games to 
do so, including three semi-finals against 
Burnley. The tournament took 11 months to 
play. 

■ The fact that varying numbers of clubs did 
not think the League Cup worth the effort was 
reflected in odd numbers ot matches, in order 
to keep an even number of chibs in successive 
rounds. In 1961-62, for example, two clubs 
had byes in the first round, one had a bye in the 
third, and no fewer than five had byes in the 
fifth, which consisted of only three ties. 


■ The 1963 winners, Birmingham, avoided 
relegation by one point that season. 

■ In 1968, when West Brom beat West Ham 
in a two-leg final, Geoff Hurst scored 11 of 
West Ham's 28 goals during the tournament, 
and Tony Brown 11 of West Brom's 27. 

■ Wembley's first Final gave the competition 
its greatest lift. In addition to huge gate 
receipts, the game was a thriller, with Third 
Division Queens Park Rangers coming from two 
down to beat West Brom 3-2. Clive Clark, once 
of QPR scored both Albion's goals. 

■ The 1969 Final provided the biggest upset of 
all. Arsenal, who had conceded only 23 goals in 
46 League and Cup games before going to 
Wembley, lost 3-1 to Third Division Swindon. 

■ Orient set a League Cup record in 1962-63 


when beating Chester 9-2. But the Os - in their 
only season in Division One - scored a mere 37 
League goals. 

■ There have been 34 League Cup Finals, 
under various titles, and all but nine of them 
have been decided by margins of only a single 
goal. Fight have had a two-goal difference, and 
Norwich 4 Rochdale 0 in 1962 is still the 
record. 

■ George Eastham of Stoke became the oldest 
scorer in a League Cup Final when he hit the 
winner against Chelsea in 1972. He was then 
35 years and Dve months old. And that was his 
only goal of the season, tool 

■ Four teenagers have appeared in League 
Cup Final teams for Aston Villa. Ralph Brown 
was 17 in the first final, in 1961, Lew 
Chatterley was 18 in 1963, Gordon Cowans 
was 18 in 1977, and Graham Fenton was 19 
last season. Brown never played a League 
match tor Villa. 


■ Clive Allen holds the record for the most 
League Cup goals in one season -12 for Spurs 
in 1986-37. 

■ In the 1965-66 season Geoff Hurst scored 
a total of 21 goals in various Cup competitions. 
In addition to 11 in the League Cup, he scored 
four in the FA Cup, two in the European Cup- 
Winners' Cup, and four for England in the World 
Cup - including the first and only hat-trick in the 
final, here at Wemhiey. 

■ Aldershot drew 0-0 away to Sheffield 
Wednesday in the first leg of their League Cup 
second round on 1989. Wednesday, who had 
scored only twice in their first 10 League 
games, won the second leg at Aldershot 8-0. 

■ The biggest recovery in League Cup history 
happened in 1980, when Watford beat 
Southampton 7-1 after extra time in the second 
round, having lost the away leg 4-0.

I n today's pre-match 
presentation, he will 

shake the hands of the 
Bolton players. At 
Wembley 42 years ago, he 
had their forebears by the 
throat, torturing them 
from the right wing in the 
last quarter to snatch the F.A. 
Cup for Blackpool at 4-3 from 3- 
1 down. 

A very special year was 1953. 
The Coronation; Everest 
conquered; Gordon Richards 
winning his first Derby; and Stanley 
Matthews at last collecting that 
elusive Cup-winner’s medal. 

A very special year, too, is 
1995 for Sir Stanley. The Football 
Writers honoured him with a night 
to remember in January. Among 
the 700 attending the banquet in 
Stoke to mark his 80th birthday on 
1st February was a galaxy of the 
greats of his time: Ferenc Puskas, 
Tom Finney, Wilf Mannion, Gordon 
Banks, Nat Lofthouse, Bobby 
Charlton and so many others. 

And now Wembley 


welcomes back one of its legends. 
With the same degree of humility 
that adorned his illustrious career, 
he still wonders what all the fuss is 
all about, just as he did at 
Wembley in ’53. 

He will never accept that that 
was the Matthews final, but he 
agrees it was a “Stanley Final: 
Stan Mortensen got a hat-trick 
didn’t he!” 

For those in today’s audience 
who did not have the pleasure of 
watching the Wizard of Dribble at 
work, his objective was to go for 
the line, destroying a defender or 
three on the way, before crossing 
the ball for a Lawton, Lofthouse, a 
Mortensen to shoot or head home. 

Stanley’s secret? “If there was 
one,” he says," it was probably my 
change of pace. In training, I 
practiced 20 sprints a day over 50 
yards.” 

The breathing exercises he did 
every morning may be scaled down 
a little, but Sir Stanley still does 
them regularly. And he remains a 
big fan: “I go to every match at 


Stoke and watch a lot of Football 
on television. It has always been 
the finest game... I’m still in love 
with it.” 

Matthews started in Football 
as a pound a week office boy at 
Stoke. When he turned pro’ at 17 
for a £10 signing-on fee, his wage 
packet soared to £5 a week in the 
season, £3 a week in the Summer; 
plus £2 bonus for a win, £1 for a 
draw. The best money he ever 
earned was on his return to Stoke 
form Blackpool in 1961: £50 a 
week plus £25 appearance money. 

Think on: Matthews was 38 
when, at the third attempt at 
Wembley, he won his Cup-winners 
medal; 42 when he won the last of 
his 54 England caps; 50 when he 
played his final league game. 

He was never booked, least of 
all sent off. And whenever he 
played in London, he would put 
10,000 on the gate at Arsenal, 
Chelsea or Tottenham. 

For eight years now, his statue, 
bronze and life-size, has stood in 
the centre of his hometown. The 


inscription says it all: “Sir Stanley 
Matthews, CBE. Born Hanley, 1st 
February 1915. His name is 
symbolic of the beauty of the 
game, his fame timeless and 
international, his sportsmanship 
and modesty universally 
acclaimed. A magical player, of the 
people, for the people.” 

For Sir Stanley, the big surprise 
at his 80th birthday banquet was 
when the Football Association 
presented him with a replacement 
for his lost winner’s medal. What 
happened to the original? “I’ve no 
idea. We’d moved around a lot - 
Johannesburg, Malta, Toronto - and 
about 25 years ago I realised it 
had gone. I’ll take good care of the 
new one.” 

Perhaps the most nostalgic 
moment of all today will be when 
the President of Stoke City meets 
the President of Bolton Wanderers. 
Matthews and Lofthouse together 
at Wembley again. As they were in 
1953.
